'File garden is full of 
associations of “In Memorinrn.” but it 
should be remembered that the trees 
are not as they wore in Tennyson's 
time—“the towering sycamores" and 
“the poplars four" have gone and the 
whole place is a wilderness. 
A ‘ gray 
old grange." the reputed residence of 
“The Northern Farmer," stands close 
to the rectory. 
A little way from Somersby is “the 
brook that swerves to left and right 
thro’ meadowy curves.” passing in its 
course three mills, one of which may 
have suggested certain points in the 
landscape of “The Miller’s Daughter."

R eq u ired to Move $8 S . 
Plutarch says: 
“Not content with 
this (the equal division of the lands, 
etc., of the Lacedaemonians), he (Ly- 
curgus) resolved to make a division of 
their movables, too, that there might 
be no odious distinction or Inequality 
left among them; but, finding that it 
would be very dangerous to go about 
it openly, he took another course and 
defeated their avarice by the follow­ 
ing stratagem: 
Ile commanded that 
all gold and silver coin should be called 
in and that only a certain kind of mon­ 
ey made of iron should be current. A 
great weight and quantity was of little 
worth, so that to lay up twenty or 
thirty pounds there was required a 
pretty large closet and to remove it 
nothing less than a yoke of oxen," ac­ 
cording to the Scientific American. 
“With the diffusion of this money at 
once a number of vices were banished 
from I«acedaemonia, for who would ( 
rob another of such a coin? 
Who 
would unjustly detain or take by force 
or accept as a bribe a thing which was 
not easy to hide nor a credit to have 
nor indeed of any use to cut in pieces? 
For when it was just red hot they 
quenched it in vinegar, by that means 
spoiling it, and made it almost incapa­ 
ble of being worked." 
Clare, In his “Universal History of 
the World," volume 2, page 585, says: 
“To render the state dependent only 
on its own territorial products and to 
prevent any Individual from accumu­ 
lating an undue amount of wealth he 
(Lycurgus) prohibited the use of any 
money except an Iron coin, with so 
small a value in comparison with its 
bulk and xveight that the necessity of I Cation 
using it as a 
medium of 
exchange I 
. 
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F a th e r R elea sed T hrcnich Kfforta of 
D a u g h te r He H ad N ev er Seen. 
James F. Clayton, of Cooperstown, 
N. Y., whose pardon from prison was 
procured by his daughter, has just 
seen her for the first time.

t reasure.” 
Robin, in his “Ancient History.” vol­ 
ume 1. page 087, says: “First he (Ly­ 
curgus) cried down all gold and silver 
money and ordained 
that no other 
should be current than that of iron. 
which he made so very heavy and fixed 
at so low a rate that a cart and two 
oxen were necessary to carry home a 
sum of IO minae (500 French livres 
about $88.80) and a whole chamber to 
keep it in." 
This was done for the purpose of 
sapping the foundation of avarice. 
From the above quotations it would 
seem that, while iron was much more 
valuable than it is now. still it was not 
so valuable as to justify its being 
coined into money, 
it seems that a 
team of oxen could haul about $88 
worth of coin. 
I presume the same 
sort of team might haul one-fifth that 
value of Iron at the present date.

union was blessed with eight children, 
George died in infancy, the others sur­ 
vive, three sons, Frank, W illiam and 
Edward and four daughters, Carrie, An­ 
na, (Mrs. R obert Fritseh) Louisa and 
Laura, 
also one grand-child, Gladys 
Fritseh. 
Mr. Forke with his family, lived on 
the east prairie until 1873, when he 
bought the farm, where his son Frank 
now resides in W heeling. 
Mr. Forke 
was friendly and kind towards every­ 
body. 
His m anner won many steadfast 
friends. 
He has served two term s as 
Village Trustee and six years as School 
Trustee. 
He was elected class leader 
and trustee in the church of his choice 
and served in all these offices to his best 
ability. 
He was highly respected as a 
citizen and christian. His great delight 
was in visiting land m inistering to the 
sick, w hether in or out ;.of the church 
membership. 
He was a good friend to 
the preachers of the gospel, who were 
always welcome guests. 
Mr. Forke did 
not complain of being ill until six 
months ago, 
when physicians were 
consulted and pronounced his 
case 
symptoms of an ulcer in the stomach, 
which m ight later develop into a can­ 
cer. 
He was up and around until the 
last week of his life, then confined to 
his bed. 
He never complained to any 
of his family of his pain which was se­ 
vere but endured all patiently. 
His 
last words were “ I am going home, all 
follow m e.” 
He died at 10:45 a.m., 
Thursday, Sept. 21, 1905, aged 74 years 
* months, 18 days. 
The funeral Sun­ 
day afternoon from his late residence 
in W heeling, to N orth Northfield U. E. 
church, was one of the largest ever wit­ 
nessed in this community. 
His pastor, 
Rev. Geo B arth officiated, assisted by 
Revs. W eigand, of W heeling, H. M eier 
of Barrington, and E. T. Fuessler, of 
Highland Park. 
His family have lost 
a dear, loving father, whom they will 
never forget. 
Beside the above and 
one sister, Mrs. Regina Ramps, he 
leaves many relatives and friends, who 
revere his memory and came from near 
and far to attend his funeral.

For a time Mr. Hughes switched to the 
Equitable and its affairs, reading a letter 
which he had just received from Grover 
Cleveland, who told what had been done 
by the Ryan trustees toward mutualizing 
the society. 
Mr. Cleveland declared he 
and his associates were 
well 
satisfied 
with the progress of their work, although 
realizing the great difficulties that were 
before them. 
Regarding the Nylic, Mr. Hughes first 
discovered that it is divided into two 
branches and that its sole purpose is to 
furnish bonuses for employes.

Then, if he had $1,000,000 
insurance in force, he was paid $1,500 
a month without working. The other de­ 
grees of the Nylic do not give such great 
advantages. A freshman Nylic gets only 
25 cents per month per $1,000 until he 
has worked five years, then he goes up 
by degrees every five years. 
A senior 
Nylic with $4,000,000 insurance in force 
would draw under the old plan $6,000 a 
month and continue to draw this amount 
until his death.

A fresh wave of indignation is sweep­ 
ing over Japan at the announcement that, 
in spite of Premier K atsura’s assurance 
to the contrary, there dues exist in the 
peace treaty with Russia an article by 
which Japan undertakes not to fortify 
Soya strait. 
The populace is aroused to 
a high state of indignation. 
The agreement not to fortify Soya 
strait is deemed among the influential 
classes to be the greatest humiliation 
Japan has ever suffered. The restriction 
thus placed on her territorial liberty is 
looked upon as being an unbearable in­ 
dignity and as constituting the blackest 
record in the history of a country which 
has never experienced defeat 
at 
the 
hands of other nations. 
The number of direct memorials to the 
throne from different associations aud in­ 
dividuals, condemning the peace treaty 
anil asking that it be not ratified, exceeds 
forty, among which is an address signed 
by six professors of the imperial uni­ 
versity, one of whom was recently placed 
on the retired list owing to his strongly 
worded anti-peace thesis. 
This memorial strongly urges the ne­ 
cessity of refusing to ratify the peace 
treaty and condemns it as entirely annull­ 
ing the purpose of the war as set forth 
in the declaration of hostilities. 
It also 
is stated that indisputable reasons exist 
for refusing to ratify the treaty, which 
is deemed to be pregnant with elements 
of humiliation and future danger to the 
national interests. 


The Headmasters and Maintenance of 
Way Association, in session at Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., elected C. Buhrer of To­ 
ledo, Ohio, president aud W. Emery of 
Chicago one of the vice presidents, and 
selected Chicago as the next meeting 
place.

Cuba was plunged almost into a state 
of terrorism on the eve of the struggle 
for the election of a president. 
Six per­ 
sons, including a congressman, are known 
to have been killed. The list of wounded 
is long. 
Bombs were found stored in 
several places, and pistol fights occurred 
in a number of cities and towns. 
An 
attem pt was made to assassinate Gen. 
Jose Miguel Gomez, liberal candidate 
for the presidency. 
Thousands of adherents of the two po­ 
litical parties, moderates and liberals, 
armed with guns and revolvers, gathered 
in the larger cities. Train loads of rural 
guards were dispatched to points where 
the turmoil was greatest, in an attem pt 
to restore peace. An extra session of the 
House of Representatives was held, at 
which the disturbances were discussed. 
Extra editions of the liberal papers were 
issued, placing the blame for the pre­ 
vailing conditions upon the government 
The Mayor of Havana issued a procla­ 
mation forbidding the carrying of canes 
or weapons of any kind with or without 
licenses in the vicinity of the polling 
places during the election of members of 
the election board. 
An official dispatch 
says that the Mayor of Cienfuegos is­ 
sued a similar proclamation and has also 
prohibited the sale of alcoholic liquors. 
Official dispatches received from Cien­ 
fuegos announced the killing of Congress­ 
man Enrique Villuendas, leader of the 
liberal party aud the most able orator 
in the lower house, and the chief of po­ 
lice of Cienfuegos. during a conflict be­ 
tween the twTo political parties. 
Private 
advices give the number of persons killed 
as six. with twenty-five wounded. 
Two 
policemen are said to be among the dead. 
Government advices say the police had 
information th at within the hotel in 
which Villuendas resided a quantity of 
arms had been deposited, aud they went 
to tile hotel to investigate the matter. 
As the police ascended the stairs they 
were met by a party of liberals, who fired 
on them, killing Chief of Police Ulance. 
The police returned the fire, killing Vil­ 
luendas and wounding several others. 
A search of the hotel revealed two 
dynamite bombs iu the room occupied by 
Villuendas. 


SIGN PA CT FOR PEACE. 


D e le g a te s R e p r e s e n tin g S w ed en and 
N o r w a y A g r e e on D isu nion Terras. 
An agreement reached Saturday at 
K arlstad by the negotiators of Norway 
and Sweden concerning the dissolution 
of the union of the two countries was 
formally signed there in the afternoon. 
The understanding was arrived at dur­ 
ing the final session of the delegates, 
which lasted longer than three hours. 
In May last the Norwegian parliament 
by an almost unanimous vote passed a 
bill for a consular service independent of 
that of Sweden. 
This bill was vetoed 
by King Oscar and in consequence the 
Norwegian ministry resigned. 
The king refused to accept the resig­ 
nation and then on June 7 the parlia­ 
ment in Christiania adopted a resolution 
declaring that the union of Norway and 
Sweden under one king was dissolved 
in consequence of the king’s having ceas­ 
ed to act as a Norwegian king. 
An address to King Oscar reciting the 
step taken aud the reasons therefor was 
also adopted, but the king refused to re­ 
ceive it, declaring that the action taken 
was revolutionary. 
The next move was on the part of 
King Oscar, who summoned a special 
meeting of the Swedish riksdag to con­ 
sider the situation. 
This body author­ 
ized tho government to negotiate a loan 
of $25,000,000 for works of defense and 
declared the harbors of Stockholm, Karls- 
krona, Gothenburg and Farosund to be 
war ports from which all foreign naval 
vessels were to be excluded. 
For a time the outlook was warlike, 
but the excitement 
gradually 
calmed 
down and the riksdag finally adopted res­ 
olutions agreeing to the dissolution of 
tlie union on certain conditions. 
Oue of 
these was that the people of Norway 
should take a referendum vote on the 
question of separation. 
When the votes 
were counted it was found that 386.200 
were for separation and 1S4 against it. 
Committees were then appointed to con­ 
sider the details of the dissolution of th* 
bonds between tile two countries. 
They met at Karlstad, in Sweden, some 
weeks ago, but they had great difficulty 
in arriving at the agreement.

This 
market! the first victory of the govern­ 
m ent in its prosecution of the packing 
com panies in w hat are now know n as 
the “beef tru st cases.” 
A certified 
check for $25,000 w as handed to the 
clerk of the court, and the four de­ 
fendants w ere released. 
“ You are indicted nuder section 5440, ’ 
said the court in opening his sentence. 
“ You are charged with conspiracy to 
commit an offense against the United 
States laws. 
Your counsel has entered 
pleas of guilty, aud if you have any­ 
thing further to say other than has al­ 
ready been spoken, you are at liberty to 
speak.” 
The three younger defendants shook 
their heads; the fourth, the man of years, 
looked at the floor and said nothing, nor 
did he make a sign. 
“ Punishment for this offense as fixed 
by Congress has a wide range, giving the 
court unusual latitude, ranging from a 
nominal fine without imprisonment to a 
heavy fine and two years’ imprisonment, 
all in the discretion of the court. 
I 
have heard on your behalf all of your 
side of this m atter and what the gov­ 
ernment wished to present. 
I am dispos­ 
ed to consider this case with reasonable 
moderation. 
The sentence of the court 
ut tho e:ue of the defendant, Weil, will 
be a tine «>f SlOJKH) and «o>ts and com­ 
mitment *o the county jail until the fine 
is paid, aud in the cases of Todd. Skip- 
worth and Uusey a fine of $5,000 and 
costs, with the same provision in regard 
to the payment. 
The costs may be dis­ 
tributed among the four defendants.” 
To compete with the others it was 
stated, according to good authority, the

from the railroad companies. 
A repre­ 
sentative of the four defendants confer­ 
red with the Attorney General and sub­ 
sequent trips to Washington were made 
with the result that an understanding 
was reached whereby, upon a plea of 
guilty, a tine should be assessed aud the 
imprisonment clause waived.

THE BURGLARS’ HARVEST. 


N ew l o r k Has th e W orst V isita tio n o f 
Such C rim es in H er H isto r y . 
There are more robberies in New York 
City at present than ever before in the 
experience of the metropolis. 
On the 
E ast Side burglars and sneak thieves are 
so active that men and women sit up 
nights with all manner of firearms handy 
to repel attacks. 
Five thefts in the re­ 
gion bounded by Bradford and Fulton 
streets. Arlington and Miller avenues 
were reported recently in a single night. 
In the eastern section of Harlem 30 
burglaries have occurred in the past ten 
days. 
la spite of strongest safes, more cun­ 
ning electric alarm systems 
and 
more 
complete methods of identifying crimi­ 
nals, the burglar seems to be feared now­ 
adays much more than 
he used to be. 
An evidence of this is the tremendous 
growth of the burglar insurance busi­ 
ness in this country in recent times. 
A 
little more than ten years ago practically 
all attem pts to insure people against 
theft proved futile. 
Companies were 
organized for this purpose, but 
after 
many vicissitudes they ended in failure. 
Since that time nearly a dozen corpora­ 
tions have come into existence, and so 
large is the business they do that in the 
last year they paid over $384,147 in 
burglary losses. 
In the same time they 
collected $1,386,610 in premiums. 
Ib is increasing dread of the burglar 
is due to the fact that he never was 
more formidable or more active than at 
the present time. 
In these 
days 
of 
greater wealth those temptations which 
are •*> alluring to the thief have been 
multiplied. 
Consequently there are more 
diamond robberies and crimes of a simi­ 
lar character now than in the past. 
The 
discovery of more effective tools anil 
more powerful explosives has also aided 
the robber, and although he does not 
attem pt as often as he did to blow up 
the big city banks, because of their alarm 
systems aud special patrols, his ravages 
iu country districts have grown to an 
alarming extent. 
At the present time 
four out of five bank burglaries are com­ 
mitted in towns of less than 1,000 inhab­ 
itants. In the last eight years 776 banks 
situated in such communities were at­ 
tacked. with a loss of $1,250,000. 
Safes 
once regarded as burglar proof have tn^n 
shown to be little stronger than soap 
boxes in the hands of expert thieves, and 
consequently many companies will not 
insure country banks at all. 
The modern burglar is more wantonly 
destructive than his predecessor. 
His 
use of “dope” or 
nitroglycerine 
often 
causes a greater damage to a building 
than the loss made by the theft itself 
Even when he fails of getting loot he 
leaves a scene of wreckage behind. 
Of 
the $1,250,000 in losses 
incurred 
by 
banks, of which mention has already 
been made, more than $300,000 repre­ 
sented destruction of property. 
In rob­ 
beries of dwelling houses and apartm ent 
houses the damage averages about one- 
tenth of the total loss.

R ussians C arefully G uard R ich H air* 
loom s They B rin s H ere. 
Few Americans would believe that 
nearly every Russian 
peasant that 
comes to this country carries in the 
bottom of his shabby trunk heirlooms 
of such that an age that 
they 
are 
almost worth their weight in gold. 
In W orcester there are several of these 
heirlooms in the possession of Russians 
who have emigrated 
to the United 
States, but it is almost impossible to 
buy them. 
So said A. C. Warner, a collector 
of relics, in the W orcester Telegram. 
Lately Mr. W arner has become an en­ 
thusiast over things of great age that 
come from Russia, and nearly every 
week he makes a trip through the He­ 
brew-speaking 
and 
Italian-speaking 
quarters of W orcester, in the hope that 
he may find Russians who have heir­ 
looms to sell. 
He has succeeded in 
securing several, including brass can- 
dlcstocks and pewter ware. 
“These Russian heirlooms,” he said, 
“are very old. some of them 1«M> years 
old, and others much older. 
Recently 
in a certain part of Worcester I came 
across a pair of candlesticks thirty 
iuches high and enameled over wfth 
silver. 
It was over 200 years old, and 
mind you the Russian thought so much 
of it that he toted it all the way from 
Russia in his little trunk. 
I made an 
offer of $30 for the relic, which was 
proudly refused. 
“You will find few of these candle­ 
sticks ulike in design. 
Most of them 
are made of solid yellow brass and 
weigh from two to three pounds. Other 
heirlooms that are brought over are 
teakettles, teapots and cooking uten­ 
sils, all made of hammered copper. 
I 
have also seen an urn made of solid 
brass with a boiler and a place un­ 
derneath in which to burn charcoal. 
Among other things that the Russians 
take away with them when they leave 
the old country are solid silver cups, 
spoons, knives and forks. 
“These things have 
been 
handed 
down from generation to generation, 
and are very old. 
When a girl gets 
married in Russia she is given three 
candlesticks, and 
this Is the reason 
why almost every Russian family that 
hits America is 
supplied 
with 
an 
abundance of these ancient 
candle­ 
sticks. 
The Russians prize these heir­ 
looms as much as we do our family 
bibles and they don't part with them 
unless they are positively obliged to.”

V A LU E OF A H EN ’ S EGG. 


E asily A ssim ilated and H ighly N u tri­ 
tious Food for Man. 
H ere are some 
facts and figures 
relative to the hen’s egg which may 
not be without interest to the student 
of poultry possibilities. 
Its average 
length is two and twenty-seven hun­ 
dredths inches, its average diameter 
at the broad end one and seventy-two 
hundredths 
inches, 
and 
it 
weighs 
about one-eighth of a pound. 
The 
pullets’ are sm aller than those of old 
hens. 
The shell constitutes about l l 
per cent., the yolk 32 per cent and the 
white 57 per cent of the total egg. 
Chemically speaking, an egg consists 
of two nutrients—protein and fa t— to­ 
gether with some w ater and a small 
quantity of mineral m atter. 
Popular 
belief to the contrary, there is no dif­ 
ference in the nutritive qualities of 
eggs with dark shells and those with 
light. 
Their flavor is affected by the 
food of the fowl, for goo<l or for evil. 
Exhaustive 
experim ents 
by 
well­ 
equipped investigators prove that the 
egg deserves its 
reputation 
as an 
easily assim ilated and highly nutri­ 
tious food, if eaten raw or 
lightly 
cooked. 
Such experim ents also show 
that eggs at 12 cents per dozen are a 
cheap source of nutrients; at IO cents, 
somewhat expensive, and at 25 cents 
and over, highly extravagant. 
The 
basis of comparison was the m arket 
prices of standard flesh foods consid­ 
ered in relation to their nutritive ele­ 
ments. 
But there is a physiological 
constituent of eggs which Is of great 
value, yet it defies the search of the 
scientist or the inquisition of the sta­ 
tistician, and that is their palatability. 
Unless a food, however rich in pro­ 
teins. is relished, it loses much of its 
value, while per contra, a loss chem i­ 
cally desirable food that is enjoyed 
becomes valuable by reason of that 
fact.— Success Magazine.

The suit against the insurance 
companies was begun before Judge Schu­ 
ler at Belleville and was a test ease ap­ 
plying to the arbitrary fixing of insur­ 
ance rates by one adjuster in the dis­ 
trict composed of St. Clair, Monroe aud 
Clinton cotiuties. all the State being di­ 
vided into similar districts by the com­ 
panies.

It is stated that the coalition leaders 
proposed to Count ( ’zin k y , at the con­ 
ference in Vienna Sunday, a compromise 
of the difficulties arising from the q u e s ­ 
tion of language to be used in the army 
iii Hungary by the introduction of H un­ 
garian words of command for sixteen 
hussar regiments only. 
It is understood 
that this proposition was carried to his 
majesty, whose failure to reply indicates 
that his ultimatum is unchangeable. 
Even should the present acute crisis in 
Austria-Hungary be titled over the sit- 
iiaritm iii th** dual monarchy promises to 
I*** such as to give the world serious 
concern for some time to come.

in the Union. 
There is no disease more 
dreaded by fathers and mothers than 
diphtheria, ami it scourges, sooner or 
later, nearly every home. 
Yt*t medical 
science lins produced for diphtheria the 
only sure specific known. 
Use of diph­ 
theritic anti-toxin not only cures certain­ 
ly. but it is a sure preventive and im­ 
munizing agent. 
I t s great expense, how­ 
ever. has precluded general use. 
By the plan of free distribution of the 
serum, it is believed the disease can !>e 
perfectly controlled throughout the State 
and the figures for diphtheria in mortal­ 
ity lists reduced to a minimum. 
Incident 
to this use of th** serum, the weight of 
dread anxiety which rests over every 
house will be lifted, for diphtheria will 
be shorn of its terrors. 
It is in the cold weather that diphthe­ 
ria’s ravages are greatest, and it is in 
the winter that mountain roads become 
impassable and mountain streams wash 
aw ay their bridges. 
The free distribu­ 
tion plan is chiefly for the benefit of the 
rural population, for the large cities can 
t a k e care of themselves. 
Many of them for years have been 
distributing anti-to*in free to poor per­ 
sons who could not otherwise avail them­ 
selves of the remedy. 
W herever it has 
been used its value has been shown.

country has its different plagues. How 
do these pests come? 
H ere London 
affords you the 
sim plest illustration. 
Millions of insects are 
carried into 
E ngland every day in the m erchandise 
th a t arrives from abroad, som e in the 
sackings of eastern cargoes, some in 
th e dried foliage arou nd tropical pro­ 
ducts. 


“At any time one of these strange 
Insects/carried here In such fashion. 
might find that the English climate 
suited it, and that one of your native 
products (possible wheat) supplied it 
with a suitable food. 
If there were 
nothing to counteract It, it would in a 
few years spread all over England, 
breeding in great 
numbers 
several 
times a year. 
Before many had quite 
realized what was the matter, your 
wheat crop would be ruined. 
“For some years my work has taken 
me to every latfd. Now I am In Spain. 
now- in China, now in the heart of 
France, now in Central America. 
My 
method is this; When seeking an anti­ 
dote I first find the native home of the 
pest I wish to attack. Then I go there 
get into the country, and examine. 
I 
watch the same pest there (where it is 
probably doing scarcely any damage), 
and I am almost sure to find that at 
some stage of its life another insect 
attacks and destroys it. 
’Then I have 
found what I wanted—my parasite— 
and I take it away w ith me and breed 
it to fight the p est 
“Every pest has its parasite, and th* 
right w ay to fight 
pests is through 
their parasites. 
Western Australia is 
setting the way here la practical fruit 
culture and farming, and others will 
bene Ai from its work.**
